The scene of the group’s opera- 
tions was not mentioned, but at- 
legedly, according to the material 
captured, the Monarchists were en- 
gaged chiefly in supplying military 
inofrmation to a foreign _ secret 
service and were financed from 
foriegn sources.

in a quarrel over Raymond’s wife, 

Dorothy Mackaye, stage actress. 
Raymond died at a hospital early 


yesterday after a fight with Kelly 
in the former’s home Saturday | 


night. | 
Details of the affair were not! 
revealed until yesterday, because 


Dr. Arthur Sullivan, who attended 
Raymond, signed a death certifi- 
cate giving nephritic coma follow- 
ing Bright’s disease as the cause 
of the death. Raymond’s body 
showed several cuts and bruises. 

The arrest of Kelly, who is 27 
years old, followed an investiga- 
tion by Captain of Detectives Her- 
man Kline when he learned an at- 
tempt had been made to withhold 
the facts regarding Raymond’s 
death. 

Deputy District Attorney Ellis 
Eagan, after questioning Kelly, 
Miss Mackaye and other witnesses, 
said he would request the issuance 
of a manslaughter complaint 
screen player. The 


manslaughter charge 
pending the outcome of a Coro- 
ner’s inquest. 

Kelly, in a statement to police, | 
told of the fight with Raymond | 


with the actor’s wifé. | 
“I love Dorothy; I always have |! 
and always will,” he said. | 
Wife Caused Trouble. | 


Miss Mackaye, who was under a 
doctor’s care at her home, admit- 
ted that it was her friendship for 
Kelly that caused the trouble be- 
tween the youth and her husband. 

“I met Paul when he was a kid 
actor in New York,” she said, “our 
friendship was so clean, lovely and 
beautiful that I didn’t want to give 
him up.” 

Miss Mackaye admitted Kelly 
had talked to her of marriage in 
case she divorced Raymond, 

“But it was so remote that | 
didn’t even think about it,” she 
added. ! 

An eye witness account of the 
fight between Kelly and Raymond 
was given to police by Ethel Lee, 
Negro maid in the actor’s home. 
She described Raymond as a re- 
luctant combatant who was knock- 
ed down a half dozen times before 
he attempted to strike back. 

Maid’s Story of Fight. 

‘When Kelly came to the house 
he walked over to Raymond as 
though he were about to fight,’’ 
the maid said, “but Raymond just 
said ‘sit down and let’s talk this 
thing over.” 

“They went over and sat down 
on the davenport and Raymond 
said to Kelly: ‘Where is my wife?’ 

“Kelly said he didn’t know. Ray- 
mond looked him in the eye and 
said: ‘Yes you do.’ 

“With ‘that Kelly struck Ray- 
mond in the jaw, but Raymond did 
mot hit back.” 

“‘Why I can’t fight you,’” she 
quoted Raymond as saying to 
Kelly. ‘“ ‘You are 50 pounds heav- 
ier than I am. [ haven’t eat2n 
for two weeks. I have been drink- 
ing and am just a wreck.’” 

“That’s your alibi,” Kelly was 
said to have retorted as he floored 
Raymond. He knocked him down 
again and again and then held 
Raymond with one hand and pum- 
melled him with the other, the 
maid said. 

Knocked Down Many Times. 


Raymond was hurled upon a 
couch and fell to the floor. As he 
reg.ined his feet, he struck his 
first blow, a light tap. 

“T am not able to fight you, but 
I will,” the maid said Raymond 
shouted to his adversary. 

Kelly, according to the maid’s 
account, continued to knock Ray- 
mond down as fast as the actor 


could get back on his feet. A 
crushing blow to the left vye 
dropped Raymond for the last 
time.

REDUCED 649,000 IN 1926 


Census Bureau Estimates 27,892,- 
000 Persons Remain; 2,155,000 
Moved to Cities Last Year. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—A 
decrease of 649,000 persons in the 
farm population of the United 
States during the last year, the 
largest decrease in any year since 
1920, was announced today by the 
Department of Agriculture. 
The department estimated 
27,892,000 persons were living on 
farms on Jan. 1, 1927, as com- 
pared with 28,541,000 on Jan. 1, 


11926, and 28,982,000 in 1925, as 


shown by the Federal agricultural 
census of that year. 
The movement of population 


from farms to citiés was estimated 
at 2,155,000 persons for last year, 
while 1,135,000 moved to farms, 
making a net movement of 1,020,- 
000 persons away from farms. 

Births on farms during the year 
were estimated at 658,000 and 
deaths at 287,000, leaving a nat- 
ural increase of 371,000 which re- 
duced the loss due to the city- 
ward movement to 649,000.

Relief workers struggled through 
muddy country roads and forded 
flooded streams today to reach iso- 
lated districts in 10 Illinois countivs 
ravaged yesterday afternoon by a 
tornado which swept north from a 
point near the Mississippi River, e 
few miles north of St. Louis, kill- 
ing 22 persons, injuring more than 
100, and causing damages estimat- 
ed at more than $1,000,000. 


The death list may be increased 
inasmuch as six or more of the se- 
riously injured may die. YVifts- 
three pergons were injured badly 
enough to require hospital treat- 
ment in various cities adjoining the 
tornado zone. 

Cathoun and Greene Counties, 
about 50 miles north of St. Léuis, 
were the hardest hit, eight of the 
dead being in Greene County. High 
winds swept northeastward across 
Illinois and northwestward into 
Missouri, demolishing farm build- 
ings, leveling rural communities 
ad damaging crops. 

The heaviest loss of life was upon 
livestock, carcasses of thousands of 
cattle, hogs and horses marking 
the trail of the tornado. Fruit 
trees were uprooted or blown down 
and fields of growing frain were 
cut off at the ground. 

Though the greatest damage was 
reported in Cal , Greene, San- 
gamon and Logan Counties in Illi- 


dalia, Mo., the storm area spread 

as far north as Milwaukee, Wis., 

and as far east as Brazil, Ind, 
Farmers Suffer Most. 

Dense black clouds and darkness 
sweeping from the southwest pre- 
saged the storm for several min- 
utes. Thén with a burst of high 
wind, ear-splitting thunder, light- 
ning and rain, the tornado struck 
shortly after noon, working havoe 
for four or five minutes. Similar 
in most ways to the devastating 
tornado which hit Southern Dlinois 
in 1925, *yesterday’s storm, how- 
ever, struck mostly fn rural com- 
munities, missing centers of popu- 
lation. 

The Weather Bureau at Spring- 
field defined the storm today as a 
tornado, or “twister,” though at 
first the violent winds were 
thought by the bureau to be a

Identified as Robber.

Mayor Doyle, Conors and Zier- 
rath Take Over Finance, Po- . 
lice and Street Departments. 


City departments and 
were apportioned to the newly 
elected commissioners of East St 
Louis at a caucus yesterday that 
denoted a combination composed 
of Mayor Frank Doyle and Com- 
missioners John. T. Connors and 
Herman E, Zierrath. This com- 
bination took all the important de- 
partments and assigned minor pow- 
ers and departments to Commis- 
sioners John J. Hallihan and Albert 
P. Lauman., 

The statute creates five depart- 
ments under the commission form 
of government, stipulating that the 
Mayor shall be Commissioner of 
Public Affairs, and that one com 
missioner shall be made head of 
each of the other four departments, 
It also provides that the commis- 
sioners may by ordinance require 
an officer to perform duties in twe 
or more departments. 

With the support of Commission- 


ers Connors and Zierrath, Mayor . 


for himself the De- 


Commissioner Connors, who for- 
merly was Commissioner of Publie 
Health, was given the Department 
of Streets and Public . Improve- 
ments. Commissioner Zierrath was 
given the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. Commissioner Lauman, the 
Department of Public Health, and 
Commissioner Hallihan got what 
was left, Commissioner of Publie 
Buildings, which practically 
amounts to no more than super- 
vision of janitors. 

Commenting on the assignments 
Hallihan said he voted against giv- 
ing Mayor Doyle the Department 
of Accounts and Finance, because 
he had been led to believe that 
would be his department. He had 
been in this department as city 
clerk for eight years and was 
elected on his record. , 

“This assignment most likely 
would have been given me,” said 
Hallihan, “but for the fact that I 
opposed the appointment of Frank 
Taylor, son-in-law of E. Fred Ger- 
old, as City Clerk. I told the other 


Commissioners that I feared the 


influence in the Department of Ac- 
counts and Finance of Gerold, wne 
personally had called on me to 
support his son-in-law for City 
Clerk. This I refused to do, and so 
the department was not assigned 
to me.” 

Gerold was City Treasurer of 
East St. Louis in 1911-12. In 1914 
he was found guilty by a jury in 
the East St. Louis City Court of 
withholding city funds as Treas- 
urer and given a sentence of ond 
to 10 years in the penitentiary. The 
Supreme Court reversed the case, 
which was not again brought to 
trial. The city still] carries on fits 
books a charge of $24,740.80 
against Gerold. 

In the retiring administration, 
the distribution of duties to the 
commissioners was fairly even. 
Mayor M. M. Stephens had the 
Police Department, and each of the 
other commissioners had a major 
department.

“No flies or mosquitoes reach 
this high region, but their func- 
tions are more than filled by ticks 
and red-bugs, a little beast like a 
“chigger”’ but worse. The name is 
not for the color of the bugs, but 
for your color after they get 
through with you. Every morning 
we had a daily massage with a 
pungent salve, dusted it over with 
flowers of sulphur, and every 
night we stripped and took turns 
repairing the damage on one an- 
other where the repellants hadn’t 
repelled. 


How It Is Done. 

“Orchid hunting goes like this: 
You ride for a while, and then you 
get off for a while and swing your 
machete to clear the way.- Maybe 
you want to explore a dense patch, 
and have to leave the horse and 
crawl through On hands and knees. 
Then, high up among the trop 
ical creepers, you make out the 
coveted orchid. 

“You cut a sapling of the re- 
quired length, leaving a fork at 
the tip. Then you poke and poke 
the orchid. A cloud of moss, dirt, 
maybe ants, descends in your eyes. 
But that doesn’t matter—you’re 
after the orchid. At last it comes 
down, wedged in the fork. Then 
you discover it wasn’t the kind you 
wanted.” 

However harshlyt he jungle with- 
held its gifts to the last ditch, 
Pring found nothing lacking in the 
welcome of the human element. 
Everywhere he was greeted with 
the respect warranted by his 
achievements, not only as an orchid 
hunter of earlier fame in the 
Andes, but as an executive of a 
great garden and a creative horti- 
culturist known the world over. He 
was interviewed by the newspa- 
pers and lectured over NBA, the 
Government radio station at Bal- 
boa. The commandant of the Zone 
air service placed a plane at his 
disposal. Natives were hospitable, 
and once aided in’ one of his three 
most important quests. But that is 
part of the story of “Grandma.”

A batter today, facing a pitch- 
er under conditions existing in 
1889, would have had a terrible 
time getting a .300 average, pr°- 
vided a modern pitcher wére “ir

The pitcher was only fifty 
feet distant, instead‘ of the 60% 
feet. required today. He _ stood 
with -one* foot on the réar iine 

of the “box’—they used no slab 

then—and could take a step for- 
ward in delivering the. pitch. 
Five balls were allowed him be- 
fore the batter could take his 
base. 

In “addition, there was no -re- 
striction on the manner of his 
delivery or on the kind of ball 
he might throw. Still worse for 
the batter was the fact that it 
was seldom that more than two or 
three .baseballs were used in a 
game, economy compelling clubs 
to use as few balls as possible.

- day caused Col. R. M. White to sub- 
mit his resignation as a member of 
the State Eleemosynary Board to 
Goy. Baker as a_ protest against 
abandonment of the system of non- 
political control. 

Col. White’s resignation followed 
quickly the action of the board in 
removing Dr. George A. Johns, 
State Health Supervisor, and other 
officers of the department to pro- 
yide berths for political favorites. 

Col. White’s letter of resignation 
was forwarded to the Governor 
this morning.. He said: 

Criticism of Present Board. 

“Tam asking you to kindly ac- 
cept my resignation as a member 
of the State Eleemosynary Board, 
the same to take effect immedi- 
ately. Iam conscious of the hon- 
or conferred on me by your ap- 
pointing me to this position and, 
of courec, after 28 years’ service, 
Ideeply regret the circumstances 

which compel me to write this 
letter. 

“IT am forced to the opinion 
that the present board is not car- 
tying out the spirit and intent of 
the nonpartisan eleemosynary 
law which was intended to take 
the six institutions under its con- 
trol out of politics for the good 
of the patients. 

“Not being in harmonv with 
the other members of the board 
in policies of major iniportarce 
as I see them, I deem it my duty 
to the Governor, the and 
myself ta, resign. 

“I have always taken my board 
duties seriously and have given 
this matter careful consideration 
before taking action.” 

Since voting and protesting in 
the board meeting Monday against 
the political scheme which result- 
ed in the ousting of Dr. Johns, Dr. 
M. 0. Biggs, superintendent of the 
State hospital at Fulton, and Capt. 
C. C. Corey, steward at Fulton, Col. 
White has received more than 100 
telegrams and letters commending 
him for his course.

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Coolidge Foreign Policy Raked 
By Three Speakers Before 
St. Louis Women Voters’ League 


Walter Liggett, Novelist, Condemns Acts in 
Nicaragua and Mexico—Senator Frazier 
and Benjamin C. Marsh Also Comment. 


Of three speakers heard by the 
League of Women Voters at Shel- 
don Memorial last night, all at- 
tacked the foreign policy of the 
Coolidge administration, but Wal- 
ter Liggett, noveiist, made the most 
definite and the most severe crit- 
icism of acts in Nicaragua and 
Mexico. The other speakers were 
United States Senator Lynn J. 
razier of North Dakota, who de- 
clared himself the only “dirt farm- 
er“ in the Senate; and Benjamin 
C. Marsh, executive secretary of 


the People’s Reconstruction 
League. 
The League of Women Voters 


held this meeting as the first of 
two for the discussion of foreign 
policy, under the direction of its 
Committee on Internationa] Co- 
operation. About 200 attended. 
Mrs. E. T. Senseney, who presid- 
ed, said the second meeting, ‘or 
the hearing of a speaker or speak- 
ers in support of the administra- 
tion’s policy, would be announced 
as soon as arrangements could be 
made. 

Liggett said he had found that 
his experience in writing fiction 
was a good training for the study 
of the “romantic, almost exotic’’ 
announcements of the State De- 
partment and the White House 
Spokesman. Earlier work as a vo- 
lice reporter, he said, helped him 
to enjoy the recent revelation that 
a “bold band of forgers and 
thieves” was trying to make trou- 
ble between this country and Mex- 
ico. 


Doubts Story of Forgeries. 


“If the messages were forgeries,” 
the speaker asked, “how came they 
to be taken from the archives, and 
why is it proposed to send future 
messages by courier, and to guard 
the State Department waste bas- 
kets?

“Relations with 
good shape before Mr. Kellogg 
came,” Liggett said. “His state- 
ment of June, 1925, hinting at rev- 
olution in Mexico and declaring 
that the Mexican Government was 
‘on trial,’ was an insult which un- 
did the work of the previous three 
years. 

Summary of Kellogge’s Notes. 

“T have read and studied the cor- 
respondence with Mexico since, 
nearly 1,000,000 words, and it can 
be summarized under four heads. 

“1. Kellogg holds that’ the 
claims convention of 1923, between 
two representatives of each Gov- 
ernment, has the binding force of 
a treaty. 

“9 He holds that the Mexican 
Constitution is con’gcatory and re- 
troactive—a favorite term of his 
—in its provision that foreigners 
in business there shall not appeal 
to their Governments for diplomat- 
ic protection. 

“Third, the Mexican land law, 
that any foreigner owning more 
than 50 per cent of a Mexican land 
company must sell the excess over 
50 per cent, and that corporations 
must sell their surplus stock. This, 
again is called confiscatory and 
retroactive. But 16 of our states, 
including Missouri, have laws pro- 
hibiting or limiting the holding 
of land by aliens, and the new 
Federal raido law permits no for- 
eign ownership of stock in any ra- 
dio corporation. 

“Fourth, the Mexican petroleum 
law, requiring all owners of oil 
land to register and have their tit- 
les renewcd, for 50 years, with 
a second privilege of a 30-year re- 
newal. This, Kellogg says, strikes 
at the very foundations of civil- 
ization. When asked how many 
American companies had accepted 
the terms, and whether E. L. Do- 
heny was interested in the other 
companies. Kellogg replied that 
the State Department knew of but 
four acceptances, and knew of no 
holdings by Doheny. : 

“The fact is that 20 of the 147 
oil companies doing business in 
Mexico accepted the provisions, 
and 20 refused to accept. Of these 
20 companies, seven, owning 88 per 
cent of the acreage involved, are 
owned by Doheny, Sinclair and

Fighting for Fraudulent Titles. 

“Mr. Kellogg knows that legiti- 
mate titles of Americans in Mexico 
are not in danger. He is trying to 
bully the Mexican government into 
validating the Doheny titles, which 
are fraudulent as hell. The Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Indiana looked into 
some of Doheny’s titles, and called 
off a deal for acquisition of Do- 
heny’s holdings. Some of the Do- 
heny titles were purchased in re- 
volutionary times, from men who 
just previously, had been threat- 


ened by bandits with death, or 


with the burning of their wells.’’ 

Liggett also discussed the his- 
tory of American intervention” in 
Nicaragua, charging that when 
Marines were first Sent to Nicara- 
gua in 1909, a high official in 
Washington was interested’ in a 
mining concession in that country. 

He attributed the later policy of 
the State Department to the influ- 
ence of two New York banking 
houses, which made a $1,500,000 
loan ad took as security a controll- 
ing share of the stock of the Nica- 
raguan National Railroad and the 
National Bank. He told of the at- 
tempt of a later President, Marti- 
nez, to get back control of the rai)l- 
road and the bank, but said that,

The rest of his speech was a dis- 
cussion of farm problems and apn 
advocacy of national-control of 
power sources, particularly Muscle 
Shoals and Boulder Dam, in Cali- 
fornia. 

Marsh Discusses Imperialism. 


Marsh, who was the first speak- |; 


er, talked entertainingly on the 
home background for American im- 
perialism, speaking of the growth 
of great fortunes, and lessening 
of the proportionate returns to 
agriculture and labor. 

“You shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you sick,’’ he 
remarked. He said American in- 
vestments in other countries would 
continue, but that the question 
was whether they should be made 
in a co-operative, beneficial way 
or in the way of exploitation.

Nine Men Really Control Na- 
tion—Chosen by Less Than 
One Per Cent of People.

MOSCOW, Apri: 26.—All-Union 
Congress of Workmen, Peasants 
and Red Soldier Deputies is the 
title of the supreme de 
jure governing body of the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics. 

The congress, with 1517 mem- 
bers bursts into ephemeral glory 


'and passes out of existence, dele- 


gating its functions to a central 


Executive Committee of 581 mem- 
bers. This committee of the last 
congress held four sessions in two 
years. In turn, the committee se- 
lects a presidium of 25 members 
which functions continuously in 
Moscow, being the supreme legis- 
lative and judicial, as well as ex- 
ecutive power, its acts being sub- 
ject only to subsequent approval 
by the Central Executive Commit- 
tee and the congress. They are al- 
ways approved. 

The de facto power, however, is 
the All-Union Communist Party 
(bolshevik), which elected its con- 
gress from its own members, in 
turn choosing a central committee 
of 63 members which tapers into 
a political bureau of nine, the real 
leaders in tho state. It is here that 
not only the domestic and world 
policies of the Governmert are de- 
cided, but also those of the: Third 
International.

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DR. BUTLER DEFENDS 
FACULTY DEBTS PLEA 


Says Teachers Have Right and 
Duty to Express Their 
Opinions. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, April 20.—Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University, at a meet- 
ing at Hotel Pennsylvania last 
night, defended the recent action 
of members of the political science 
faculty of Columbia in joining in 
a request for cancellation of the 
war debts of this country. Butler 
did not specifically mention the 
debt question, but referred to the 


fact that the faculty men recently 
had been told “to mind their own 
business” because they had ex- 
pressed their opinions oma matter 
of great importance. 

“But what was their business?” 
Dr. Butler asked. “Were they not 
citizens, even though members of 
the faculty of political science?’ 
He added that occasionally when 
a member of the faculty expresses 
an opinion certain persons do not 
like, someone tells the president 
the university might be better off 
without that member. Occasionally, 
he said, the suggestion is made 
that it might be better for the 
president himself to refrain from 
expression of opinion on some mat- 
ter of importancee : 

“My answer to that,” said Dr. 
Butler, “is that Columbia Univer- 
sity can neither be bought nor in- 
timidated. It has been tried. I 
should hate to say how many mil- 
lions of dollars I have declined for 
Columbia because there were con- 
ditions attached which I deemed 
either dishonorable or humiliat- 
ing.” 

Dr. Butler spoke at a dinner 
riven in celebration of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his inaugura- 
tion as president of the university. 
He explained his conception of a 
university. He said he believed a 
university should be not merely an 
educational institution, but “an 
organ of public aspiration and of 
the public will,”. of service to the 
state, the church and mankind. He 
said those connected with the uni- 
versity should take an active inter- 
est in all that is going on in the 
world outside in order that they 
may give true service. Public serv. 
ice, he said, was not merely for 
public officials but for persons in 
all walks of life.

Chiang to Nenew Campaign.

said today. 

It was stated that more than 
300,000 troops are immediately 
available to Gen. Chiang Kai-shek 
to withstand any onslaught from 
Hankow, whereas only a meager 
force is available to the Hankow 
faction, 3 

The newly established Govern- 
ment at Nanking does not intend to 
break with Russia and asks the 
friendship of all countries, but in- 
sists upon the abrogation of “the 
unequal treaties.” 

Head of Union Executed. 

Six prisoners described as Com- 
munists and including the head of 
the Chinese Seamen’s Union, were 
executed today at the Nationalist 
headquarters in the native city of 
Shanghai.

As applied to lit- 
terature, we are told. futurism con- 
notes ‘“‘free association of words and 
‘ideas.” That is the chief plank in 
the futuristic platform, one under- 
stands. 

Now, in the old bourgeois times, 
words used to be compelled to have 
_certain arbitrary meanings, regard- 
'less of their own wish in the mat- 
| ter. Poor little words! Obviously 

that was nothing less than abject 
slavery, and so we treat them very 
differently in this enlightened age 
of democratic freedom. Self-de- 
termination for words! That is ona 
of our slogans. If a little word 
gets tired packing one meaning 
around, why shouldn’t it be allowed 
to be an individual and mean what- 
/ever it may please to mean, or 
| nothing at all, for that matter? 
It was the same with ideas in the 
| Victorian times. Formerly an idea 
was compelled by public opinion to 
be intelligible to someone. Now, at 
‘ast, an idea is under no compul- 
sion to be intelligible to anyone. 
Formerly, such was the result of 
ntrenched bourgeois prejudice that 
. writer was severely criticised if 
he had neglected to have something 
to communicate in his writing. In- 
_sufferable tyranny of a hypocritical 
dark age! What else has anyone 
|} a right to demand of a writer save 
| that he write? Let Freedom ring! 
| And so we progress at a dizzy 
| Pace.
